Early Post Office Accounts 


It is no news that previous to the 
adhesive stamp era, letters could be 
sent “collect”. These were not deliv- 
ered unless the addressee paid the 


“collect charges’. In this respect it 
has been stated that an unscrupulous 
traveller could announce his safe ar- 
ival at his destination by prearrang- 
ing to send a “collect” letter which 
woud be refused by the addressee 
when offered to him in exchange for 
the postage it called for. Notice of 
arrival was all the home folk needed, 
so there was nothing gained by pay- 
ing the postal charges. 

Most of us were under the impress- 
ion that with the introduction of ad- 
hesive stamps, the post offices went 
on a strictly cash basis, so far as 
postage was concerned. But recently 
it was the writer’s privilege to wade 
through a considerable accumulation 
of old family documents. Among 
other family skeletons, a series of 
postal receipts especially attracted 
attention, as these showed that from 
Jan. 1864 my forebear secured his 
postage on credit and was billed, pre- 
sumably quarterly, for this and for 
box rent up to and including April, 
1871. 

The earlier receipts are in manu- 
script, one of which was given by 
Postmaster Campbell, then postmast- 
er at St. Andrew’s, N.B., and reads 
“To postage from May to date ———— 
8 Oct. 1867”. (The amount of postage 
is not decipherable on the statement 
but might be 6.27). 

Later, lithographed receipt forms 
were provided as illustrated, dated 
Jan. 1st, 1870. 


In passing it is interesting to note 
that the Courier Press did a very 
neat job on this receipt form. This 
concern is still in business at St. 
Stephen, N.B., after all these years. 

From other similar postal receipts 
in the writer’s possesion it is evident 
that these postal accounts were not 
always settled quarterly and also 
that the receipt form itself antici- 
pated this occurring. Other receipt 
forms show the box rent at St. Steph- 
en, N.B., in 1877 was 25c per quarter. 
Another handwritten receipt by Post- 
master D. A. Rose, dated July 31st, 
1864, acknowledged the payment of 
411%c for box rent, but the period 
this covers is not specified. 

It wil also be noted in the illus- 
tration that the postmaster segregat- 
ed and billed postage on letters and 
newspapers separately. Other receipts 
indieate that postal accounts were in 
effect at this period at St. Andrew's, 
N.B., and also at Calais, Me. This 
latter post office had a printed re- 
ceipt in Ap. 1864 similar to illustra- 
tion, except that there was no provis- 
in for *Balance from last Quarter." 

It wil be interesting to know 
whether this was purely a local ar- 
rangement for business concerns, or 
if it extended to other localities in 
Canada and to the every day person 
who used the mails to any extent. 


A. Reg. Gibbs, of Hanover, Ont., is 
again first to report position of the 
secret dates in the new issue of Can- 
ada stamps, and that, too, in a first 
day cover. He states the dates are 
“all in the same place—3 to 4mm. in 
from right frame line along bottom."

AN OBNOXIOUS ENVELOPE 
By F. Walter Pollock 


There is in widespread use in Can- 
ada, a cheap commercial envelope 
which all collectors should avoid, 
urging their friends and correspond- 
ents to a similar course of action. 

This envelope is lined with a light 
blue dye to inerease its opacity, but 
the dye is readily soluble in water, 
and myriads of Canadian stamps have 
been ruined thereby. When soaking 
stamps off paper, just one small bit 
of this obnoxious envelope will cause 
discoloration of several of the stamps 
in the immediate neighbourhood. 


I have found it necessary, when 
preparing Canadian stamps for soak- 
ing, to examine the back of every one 
for traces of this envelope, and where 
found, to skin off the offending 
paper. Fortunately, the paper splits 
pretty easily, and the skinning job is 
generally suecessful, but not always, 


so in addition, many thinned stamps 
must be charged to this dyed envel- 
ope. 

This dye is not necessary—there 
are other envelopes available of sim- 
ilar size, grade, and price, but with- 
out the dye lining, and their opacity 
is adequate to protect against any 
view of the contents. If each of us 
would refuse such envelopes when of- 
fered by stationers and storekeepers, 
telling them why, and soliciting sim- 
ilar action by our friends—word of 
the undesirability of his product 
would soon get back to the manufact- 
urer, and he would change to a water- 
insoluble dye or, better yet, eschew 
the use of dye altogether. 


You owe it to yourself and to all 
other collectors of Canadian stamps, 
to join in this campaign, and there 
seems no better medium through 
which to enlist the unified support of 
those involved, than the columns of 
POPULAR STAMPS.

Want lists solicited for any British 
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“WAY OFFICES” 


BY FRANK W. CAMPBELL 


An interesting observation in the 
1873 Postmaster General’s report con- 
cerned the Way Office system in New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. There 
were 207 “Regular” and 1095 “Way” 
offices then, and the observation was 
that “The Way offices only in part 
perform the functions of a post of- 
fice.” Probably it was a very diplo- 
matic statement to cover a bad sit- 
uation, as it was said also that they 
afforded restricted accommodation to 
the public. So it was decided to start 
changing the better Way offices to 
Regular offices.

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This Way office system started in 
the unknown past, probably in the 
early 1830’s, and in 1847 New Bruns- 
wick ordered townstamps for all the 
Way offices, indicating they were 
quite a recognized affair, even if the 
gross income was less than $20 an 
office for dozens of them. The undat- 
ed townstamp ordered for most cost 
only 3/- while the few dated ones for 
larger Way offices like Indiantown, 
Shippigan, Upham, Norton, ete. had 
type dated townstamps that cost £1. 
All these Way office stamps seem to 
be exactly the same style, an inch 
wide, gothic type, with “W.O.” pre- 
ceeding the name. 

Nova Scotia had no known Way of- 
fices supplied with townstamps, 
which is the reason so few postmarks 
are known from that province in the 
early period. Very few of the Nova 


Scotia instruments were manuscript 
dated—they bought the expensive 
kind. 

Regular offices had a group of 
Way offices subordinate to it, and all 
office business of these Way offices 
channeled through the Regular of- 
fice. Postmaster General Howe in one 
report earlier said that these “Ways” 
were often not known about at head- 
quarters and were sort of the person- 
al care of the Regular office near 
them, they being used just to simplify 
the mail delivery to a very scattered 
country populace.

Canada’s Capital

Publisher McCready has requested 
that this writer contribute a month- 
ly column on philatelic news emant- 
ing from Canada's Capital—Ottawa, 
and I trust that each offering will 
meet with the approval of the many 
ardent readers of this magazine. 

Well, the big sixty-four dollar 
question which is being asked by 
philatelists is this: When are the 
postal authorities going to issue the 
set of stamps of the King George 
VI unrevised design without the 
words—Postage and Postes? These 
stamps are scheduled to be released 
sometime in January. 

As a matter of fact, I published 
a column in the Ottawa Journal re- 
cently pointing out that by with- 
holding the date of issuance of the 
stamps, there was an excellent pos- 
sibility that the issue could be easily 
bought up by the stamp dealers. I 
went on to say in this column: Why 
doesn’t the postal authorities come 
out in the open and announce the 
specific date of issuance so as to 
accommodate the eollectors who are 
anxious to have first-day covers of 
this new issue? 


The result was that one of the 
high ranking postal officials em- 
phatically informed, me that the 


Post Office Department wasn't plan- 
ning on giving the dealers the  op- 
portunity of securing this issue 
before the collecting fraternity were 
given their opportunity to secure 
their quota of the stamps. Then I 
went on to ask the question, when 
are the stamps going to be issued? 
This official quickly came back with 
the answer: The department has a 
good reason in withholding the date 
of issuance of the stamps.” 

While on the subject of the phila- 
telic agency, J. R. Carpenter, Chief 
of the Philatelic Agency, of the 
Post Office Department, has  men- 
tioned on numerous occasions when 


addressing stamp clubs here, that 
the new stamp issuing policy of 
the department will be to have 
two new stamps a year. He explain- 
ed it in this manner. Say, for ex- 
ample, that there isn’t any event in 
a calendar year that merits a spec- 
ial commemorative stamp, then the 
department would replace two of 
the regular issue with two new 
stamps . . . And then on the other 
hand, say that there are two his- 
torical events which merit special 
stamps, then the department would- 
n't issue any new regular stamps, 
but would only issue the two  com- 
memoratives.

To the best of my knowledge 
there isn't any radio station in Can- 
ada that sponsors a regular stamp 
collectors’ program other than radio 
station CKOY of Ottawa. Every 
Monday evening at five minutes past 
ten they conduct a stamp program, 
which is of a ten-minute duration 
and for which I am the commenta- 
tor for these special broadcasts. 

I interview prominent philatelists 
and also comment on the news of 
the stamp world. In fact, this  pro- 
gram has become so popular with 
the radio audience that there are 
just as many non-collectors listen- 
ing into the program as there are 
ardent collectors.

WANTS REASON WHY! 


I am interested in having some of 
our readers tell me the why of the 
numeral “235” as known on New- 
foundland postage stamps used in the 
1866-80 period. Is it a “shipmark” or 
“marine marking" of some sort? It is 
known on domestie mail as well as on 
outgoing foreign mail. 

I have not been able to locate a list 
of “numerals” (in grids) as assigned 
to the post offices of Newfoundland 
in the period when the oval grid was 
used. This is the type illustrated in 
the Jarrett book, page 387. 

Will someone tell me, please, why 
the numeral (235) was used at St. 
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Johns, Newfoundland? was it a num- 
ber assigned to certain types of mail 
received at the St. John post office ? 

Recent inquiries made, by me, via 
letter and in person, to BNA collect- 
ors do not provide sufficient data 
for stating a definite use of the “235” 
numeral. Someone who “knows the 
numbers” assigned to Newfoundland 
post offices in the 1866-80 period 
should have the answer.—H. M. Kon- 
wiser, 181 Claremont Ave, New 
York 27, N.Y.

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“Capex” for Canadian 


Philately 


How many philatelists are aware of 
the Canadian Association for Phila- 
telic Exhibitions, or “CAPEX”? And 
how many are familiar with its act- 
ivities ? 

It is a nonprofit organization form- 
ed for the purpose of encouraging, 
promoting and holding philatelic ex- 
hibitions, competitions and displays 
and of encouraging generally the 
hobby of philately. It was incorpor- 
ated more than two years ago so as 
to have available an organization to 
promote the International Philatelic 
Exhibition to be held in Toronto in 
1951. 


The charter was received on July 2, 
1947, General By-Laws to regulate 
the affairs of the Association were 
drafted and approved at a general 
meeting held a few weeks later. Un- 
der these By-Laws there are four 
classes of membership which are as 
follows:—1. Honorary Membership. 2. 
Life Membership on payment of 
$25.00. 3. Sustaining Membership on 
payment of $10.00 (membership for 
five years). 4. Regular Membership 
on payment of an annual fee of $2.00. 

The membership of the Association 
has grown from the original seven 
until today it is about seventy, of 
which more than thirty are life mem- 
bers. No membership campaign has 
been initiated so far but future plans 
call for increased activity in this 
field. 

From the incorporation of the As- 
sociation to date, the officers and 
directors have not been idle but have 
devoted considerable time to discus- 
sing the hundred and one details 
which have to be decided when hold- 
ing an International Exhibition. 
This work has been done without 
publicity and unbeknown to most 
collectors. 

The third annual meeting of the 
association was held on October 25th 
last. Owing to pressure of business, 
the president, Mr. W. S. Bayley, and 
the secretary, Mr. W. J. Scott were 
unable to stand for re-election. Thus 
the association was deprived of the 
services of two hard working and ef- 
ficient officers. A list of the present 
officers and directors follows:—Hon.

With the International Exhibition 
being held within the next two years, 
the time is ripe for the expansion of 
the organization. Some idea of the 
complexity of the undertaking may 
be gathered from the fact that a doz- 
en or more committees dealing with 
the various aspects of the work have 
been or will be formed in the near 
future. Arrangements have been 
made with different National Asso- 
ciations to hold their annual convent- 
tion in Toronto in 1951, and plans 
are proceeding to have some of the 
foremost stamp collections in the 
world on display. 


A general manager has been ap- 
pointed whose duty it will be to co- 
ordinate and have general supervis- 
ion over the work of different com- 
mittees. It was therefore gratifying 
to all when Mr. Leslie A. Davenport 
agreed to accept the position. He has 
had a wealth of executive experience 
and has a host of friends on both 
sides of the border. 


Through the generosity of one of 
the directors, Mr. C. R. Shorney, the 
association is in the fortunate posit- 
ion of being able to establish a head 
office at 70 Bloor St., W., Toronto 5. 
This will be the focal point for all 
Association activities and it is here 
that much of the work will be done.

P.E.I. HAD MANY OFFICES 


The Canada Chief Inspector of 
post offices was sent to Prince Ed- 
ward Island to look over the post 
office set-up there, when Canada 
assumed control of the island system 
on July 1, 1878. 

He found 180 postoffices served 
by 98 miles of mail route by land 
and water. This looks like a lot of 
postofficing to me, as it averaged 
an office every half mile. 

The postal revenue was about 
$12,000 a year, about half of which 
was collected in Charlottetown. Ex- 
penditures were $26,000, so Canada 
bought a white elephant, apprently, 
in its postal system. Additional ex- 
penditure was soon to pile up in 
connecting with the impending com- 
pletion of the Island Railway, which 
was finished in 1875.—F.W.C.

OUR POST CARDS REFUSED Canada issued  posteards first on 


BY U.S.A. IN 1870'S 


The 1873 Postmaster General Re- 
port had many interesting things of 
purely philatelic interest, such as: 

*By arrangement with the United 
States post office, the postal cards 
of Canada and the United States 
have from the 1st July, 1873, passed 
freely to destination between the two 
countries on prepayment of two cents 
each, by affixing a one cent postage 
stamp on the card in addition to the 
one cent stamp printed thereon." 

Above needs a little explaining. 
Canada issued post cards before the 
United States, and the U.S. refused 
the Canada cards at 1 cent rate, 
because they would not accept. Can- 
ada classification of them as First 
Class mail. I have never seen the 
cards of either country properly 
stamped this way, nor have I seen 
returned cards before the 1873 date.

the answer to his letter. His cor- 
respondent, however, used the Can- 
ada stamp for his reply instead of 
substituting a U.S. stamp. 


The second item was a bisect 2c 
coil stamp used for a local delivery 
letter from a business office in 
Toronto—the inference in this in- 
stance being that one cent was the 
needed postage on the item which is 
presumed to have been printed mat- 
ter in an unsealed envelope. The 
year was 1932. (We have a similar 
item, again a local delivery letter 
franked with a bisect and used in 
the same city in the early years of 
the war). Were these items missed 
by postal officials or let by through 
fact that they did not leave the 
bounds of the city. Certainly bisects 
are not permissable as far as P.O.D. 
regulations are concerned.
